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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed September 20, 2004 have been fully considered but 

they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the Steinberg does not teach or suggest "pushing 
the set of setting parameter values via the wireless communication to the camera 
to automatically configure the camera to take a picture of the subject," as 
recited in independent claim 1 (page 13, lines 15-17). Applicant also states that 
since the Steinberg reference enters the configuration data into the PC and the 
user loads the operating system into the camera, the camera is manually 
configured (page 13, lines 19-21). The Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Steinberg teaches that the user enters the configuration data into the PC, 
wherein the configuration data includes camera setting parameters. Then 
through the use of wireless connection the user loads the operating system into 
the camera (the parameters are "pushed" to the camera from the PC). Once the 
configuration data is loaded onto the camera, the user may then capture images 
with the new parameter settings (following the downloading the camera is ready 
for use as indicated by block 69 in Fig. 2 (col. 5, lines 58-59) meaning that the 
user does not have to do anything to the camera once the parameters are sent to 
the camera, therefore the settings are automatically installed) (col. 4, lines 32-44; 
Fig. 2, steps 40, 50, 52, 58, 62, 64, 66, 68, and 69 - col. 4, line 63 - col. 5, line 
59). Therefore, it is clear that the camera parameter settings are automatically 
installed on the camera once the camera downloads them (the PC pushes the 
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camera settings to the camera) by indicating in Fig. 2, block 69 that the camera is 
ready to be used without having the user do anything to the camera to install the 
parameters.
